Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114

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After reviewing applicant's amendment, arguments and conducting an updated 
search none of the cited prior arts alone or in combination discloses the claimed optical 
module having the cited limitation of independent claims 1,16 and 25, in particular the 
claimed distance of the fixed end surface of the etalon on the substrate to an optical 
axis of a light transmitting through the etalon, which reduces the temperature 
dependency of the etalon, thereby operating stably against changes in temperature.
